I. This Bulletin contains the course offerings in the Intelligence Continuini 
Education Program (I CEP) for the su(T.T.er term, which will begin at the Oefensi 
Intelligence College on 2 July 1984. The program consists of 20 courses ii 
the fields of strategic Intelligence operations; analytical methodologies an< 
systems; collections, resources, and organizations; and area assessments 
These courses are open to part-time students in the Washington area, and offei 
a unique opportunity for in-depth study of topics which are of interest to thi 
intelligence community. 


2. This Bulletin also contains Information on weekend courses taught at thi 
Defense Intelligence College. These courses provide brief, but intensivi 
surveys of intelligence subjects of Interest to active duty mi liter; 
personnel, m.embers of the reserve components, and civilian employees of thi 
U.S. government who in their present or prospective positions require ai 
understanding of selected aspects of the U.S. intelligence process. Offerei 
in conjunction with Detached Training Site (OTS-60) of the Air Forci 
Intelligence Service Directorate of Reserve Forces, these courses enhance tbi 
regular weekday instructional program of the Defense Intelligence College. 

3. This Bulletin gives general information about the College, thi 
Intelligence Continuing Education Program and enrollment procedures. It alsi 
contains a list of courses being offered, with descriptions of course content, 
requirements, and schedules. A list of courses which will be offered in thi 
dcdde-Tiic year 1964-85 can be found near the back of the Bulletin. This lls' 
Is tentative, but should be useful in planning future requirements. Furthei

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Courses coTipleted within the ICEP can be applied toward the Postgraduate 
Intelligence Program (PGIP) diploma or the Master of Science of Strategic 
Intelligence (MSSl) degree. For either program, ICEP students must co^plett 
all requirements within five years from initial enrollment. Course availabil- 
ity is dependent on student enrollment, and is subject to change or cancella- 
tion in the event of under-enroUmont. 

The summer progra-n will consist of ?0 courses, beginning 2 July and ending K 
September 1984. These courses will be presented as lectures and seminars at 
the graduate level by the College faculty, by professionals from the national 
intelligence conrunity, and by professors from other academic institutions. 

ICEP MATRICULATION REQUIREMENTS

-- Possess a baccalaureate degree from an accredited institution; 

-- Meet the security clearance requirements for the course. (Note: T( 
minimize security clearance problems, ICEP students should be clearei 
for TS/SI/SAO); 

-- Meet the course prerequisites. 

ICEP students may apply for a maximum of six courses per quarter, depending oi 
their ability to meet the prerequisites, and to devote the time necessary t< 
meet the class requirements.

The objectives of this course are to provide intelligence personnel with an 
overview of key players In the S&T Intelligence community, an awareness of 
current S8fT Intel 1 igenre topics, an understanding of S&T intelligence for the 
consu:ner’s and producer's points of view, and familiarization with 
intelligence collection that has a high payoff in S&T intelligence analysis. 
Guest lecturers fro^ various SiT intelligence organizat ions will participate. 
The course will conclude with a look at challenges facing the S&T intelligence 
profession. 

Criteria for Attendance : This course Is open to active duty and reserve 
military officers and civilian errployoes of the U.S. government whose present 
or prospective assigment requires an understanding of SM intelligence.
